FOREST FIRES. 

Secretary Morton is Intensely 
Interested in Them, 



As Bearing on the Water and Lumb f 
Supply of the Nation. 



a Thinks M 
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rebfning forest tiros, there being no 
appropriation avoilnblo, for securing 
them. No information respecting 
their extent Bnd amount of damage 
is known to the oflicials other than 
that furnished by the public press. 
Secretary Morton, however, as is well 
known, is intensely interested in them, 
as having a bearin g on the subject of 
the water and lumber supply of the 
nation. 

'The remedy for much of the 
trouble," he said to a reporter for the 
United Press Wednesday, "the way to 
prevent them is a system regulating 
the clearingup of the debris of ' ' * 
as it is called, after cutting the large 
trees for timber. The devastation of 
the woodlands of this country by fire 
it is believed could be avoided in the 
future if eucb state would make it a 
penal offense to leave the 'slash.' that 
is to say, the lops, branches, twigs and 
limbs of trees not utilized for lumber, 
lying upon the ground where the trees 
are felled." 

Concerning the effect these fires will 
have upon the water supply. Secretary 
Morton said; "They will result, just 
as any other method of denuding the 
country of forests will in reducing tht 
water supply. I am greatly concerned 
about this matter. Take New York 
for instance, if the destruction 
of the Adirondack forest is 
not stopped and that speed- 
ily, the great cities, especially 
New York, now drawing their 
supply from that reservoir of nature 
will be without water for domestic 
purposes. On this 1 wrote to I'rof. F. 
EL Newell, of the tieological survey, 
in a letter telling him why I could not 
attend the meeting of the American 
Forestry association Theconservation 
of woodlands in each state becomes 
more and more nc <vssarv as each de- 
cade shows more an I more damage 
from torrential rainfalls on one hand 
and long continued droughts on tin 
other.
